STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the town of Seabrook qualified to 
vote in town affairs. You are hereby notified to 
meet at the town hall in said town on Tuesday the 
twelfth day of March next, at ten of the clock in the 
forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1.. To choose a town clerk, three selectmen and as- 
sessors, town treasurer, tax collector, three constables, 
three highway agents, three members of overseers of the 
poor and all other necessary town officers and agents for 
the year ensuing. To elect one delegate to the Constitu- 
tional Convention to be holden at Concord in June next. 


2. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise for the repairs of highways for the repairing and 
building of bridges for the payment of the debt and in- 
terest thereon, for the support of the town’s poor, and all 
other necessary expenses for the year ensuing. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the suppression and extermination of the Gypsy 
and Brown Tail Moths. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
($75.00) seventy-five dollars, the amount to be used in de- 
fraying the expenses of Memorial Day to be paid to the 
quartermaster of John A. Logan Post, No. 21, Dept. N. 
SRR AC Geta te 

5. To see how the town will dispose of the income 
of Common Island, Dow and Bell Marshes for the year 
ensuing. 

6. On petition of Frank E. Locke and nine others. 
To see if the town will vote to accept the legacy of two 
hundred dollars given to said town by the late Edward 
D. Gove in the second paragraph of his will, said sum to 
he deposited with the selectmen of Seabrook to be kept 


by them and their successors securely invested, the in- 
come thereof to be used for the perpetual care of said 
Gove’s lot in Elmwood Cemetery, and to see if the town 
will vote to authorize the treasurer of the town to sign a 
valid receipt for said legacy. 

To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen 
and treasurer to publish annually in the annual report a 
printed account of every trust fund held by the town or 
its officers, showing how such funds are invested and how 
the income thereof is received and expended. 

7. On request of Frank E. Locke. To see if the 
town will vote to exempt from taxation the real estate 
and other property held by the trustees under the will of 
Oliver Eaton. 

8. To see if the town will vote to accept the legacy 
of two hundred dollars given to said town by the late 
Emily W. Locke of her will, said sum to be deposited 
with the selectmen of Seabrook to be kept by them and 
their successors securely invested, the income thereof to 
be used for the perpetual care of said Locke’s lot in Elm- 
wood Cemetery, and to see if the town will vote to au- 
thorize the treasurer of the town to sign a valid receipt 
for said legacy. | 

9. To see what action the town will take, if any, in 
regard to purchasing chemicals for said town. 

10. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


At the beginning of the school year we asked Pro- 
fessor Frank B. Sanborn of Tufts College, one of our 
former townsmen and who attended Newburyport High 
School and fitted for college from Seabrook to co-operate 
with us ia systematizing the school work, reporting as to 
the advisabiiity of opening Dearborn Academy again and 
help joining with other towns in a Supervisory District. 

Heretotcore considerable misunderstanding had 
existed as to the exact status of the Dearborn Fund and 
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the feeling of the trustees in opening the Academy, but. 
through Froféssor Sanborn’s efforts a meeting of the 
School Board of Seabrook and Hampton Falls with the 
Dearborn trustees was held and thé conditions were 
fully explained by the trustees and a willingness was 
made plain by them to open the Academy if an available 
number of pupils could be found in the two towns. The 
committees of the two towns canvassed for pupils but 
were unable to find a sufficient number available to war- 
rant the opening of the Academy by the trustees. An 
understanding has been made manifest by the trustees. 
that as soon as an available number of pupils is iound they 
will co-operate with the two towns in opening the 
Academy. 

Pursuant to the vote of the School District a Super- 
visory District was formed during the year by uniting 
with Stratham, Hampton and Hampton Falls. Mr. Al- 
bert T. Lane was elected Superintendent for the Dis- 
trict, his salary being paid by the State, paying one-half 
($700), Stratham ($250), Hampton ($250), Seabrook 
($100) and Hampton Falls (450.) 

Mr. Lane has given earnest attention to our schools, 
following many of the items in detail and even attending 
to individual needs of pupils. . 

We heartily commend his work and hope that the 
same relations will continue for many years. Mr. Lane’s 
services have certainly been of a high class, those which 
are impossible to be performed by a school board as the 
work required is that of a trained man in school work, 
one who is educated to the work and who. can give liberal- 
ly of his time to school work. Mr. Lane in our opinion, 
meets all the requirements of a successful school superin- 
tendent.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 0 
SCHOOBS 3) ii'F 4 fe 


To the School Board of Seabrook, N. H.: 


Gentlemen :—TI hereby submit my first annual report 
as the superintendent of the public schools of your town 

So far this year the administrative aim and purpose 
has been constructive: development rather than destruc- 
tive criticism and radical change... With the end in view 
of making the most effective use of the time and avail- 
able material, the teachers and the superintendent have 
prepared daily programs in such a: way as to permit a 
larger time allotment to the several classes and likewise 
for self-activity at the desks. Perception charts and 
ecards for use in arithmetic and reading exercises have 
been prepared. Emphasis has been laid upon the mental 
rather than upon excessive pencil and paper work in pre- 
senting theformersubject.Speedandaccuracyareboth re- 
garded essential. Courses in readingand literature have 
been outlined but will be improved with the introduction 
of new material. Exchanges of readers between the 
schools have been effected thus giving each teacher a 
larger range of selection. The expressional side of read- 
ing ahd language has been taught to advantage by the 
introduction into some schools of the systematic memoriz- 
ing of selections from great authors, by story-telling and 
dramatization of the great world-stories and of important 
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events of history. ? 

_ Exercises to teach patriotism and to impress ethical 
ideals upon the minds of the children are now being 
planned. . It is our endeavor to have the application of 
all studies»pursued to. the practical, every-day duties of 
life constantly brought. to the attention of the pupils in 
as concrete form as possible. Civics, taught by use of 
note-books, is receiving more attention, as required by 
State law. 

A compilation of books now in possession of the town 
has been made, and is now undergoing revision. Later, 
copies will be given to the members of the School Board, 
to the teachers, and to.the public library for the inspec- 
tion of the citizens. 

On the whole, the year has been’ one of progress in 
spite of limitations. 

The attendance so far this year has not been very 
satisfactory ; the town has suffered no small loss of reve- 
nue from this quarter, in addition to the not inconsider- 
able loss of educational opportunity sustained by pupils. 
The parent who keeps his child at home for any cause 
whatsoever is indirectly adding to the burden of the tax- 
payer. Children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
are compelled to attend school all the time, unless dis- 
abled by illness. In case such absence is protracted, a 
physician’s certificate is required to safeguard the teach- 
ers’s record. Children between the ages of six and eight, 
if they enter school, must also attend regularly... How- 
ever, a parent may keep such child from school altogeth- 
er, if he so choose. For absences excuses rather than rea- 
sons are given. Apathy on the part of parents in this 
matter too. often has wrecked careers of boys and. girls, 
who otherwise might have acquired such efficiency as to 
insure success in some life occupation. The resulting re- 
tardation or non-promotion places an added burden on 
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the schools. In the coming year there should be such ef- | 
fective co-operation of parents, teachers, and school of- 
ficials, as will insure the regular attendance of every boy 
and girl of school age in the community. Today more 
than ever before, the demand is insistent for the alert, in- 
telligent, resourceful, trained minds in a pure, strong, 
virile, active, well-nourished body. 

In the committee’s report of last year reference was. 
made to the poor inducements made to teachers to work 
in Seabrook and to the frequent changes caused by of 
fers of better positions elsewhere. The securing or re- 
tention of well-trained and successful teachers even at a 
higher salary is economy, for the work accomplished is 
immeasurably superior to the product of the poorly man- 
aged, and ill-disciplined class-room. In this. respect 
School Board and Superintendent are seriously ham- 
pered. Some provision should be made so as to permit us 
to compete on more equal terms with other towns for the 
services of the best-trained and most efficient teachers. 
We are fortunate in having the young, but efficient 
corps, who serve us now so conscientiously. 

Some of the most pressing needs are, a readjustment 
of the schools so as to relieve the overcrowded condition 
in the Boyd and the South Primary schools and to give a 
greater time allotment to each grade in all schools; a 
closer co-operation of parents, teachers, and school of- 
ficials for the purpose of securing better attendance. The 
purchase of more text-books, and supplementary read- 
ers, especially physiologies, literary, and nature study 
readers, so that the teachers can carry out more fully the 
program of studies for the Elementary Schools of New 
Hampshire, the placing of Manuals of Nature Study and 
Ethics in the hands of the teachers for class-room use; the 
repair of the interior of the South School building and 
the installing of new desks and seats and more black- 
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boards. 

A careful study of your schools, their range of ac- 
tivity and the scope of work attempted, an investigation 
of prevailing conditions and local limitations has  con- 
vinced me that in Seabrook we have an unusually good 
opportunity for building up a reasonably efficient school 
system. The good work done in recent years has pre- 
pared the way for other advance steps. We have doubt- 
less many problems to face, but their solution is not im- 
possible. By a consistent, and consecutive policy of sev- 
eral years’ duration Seabrook can look forward with 
every confidence of finally possessing a _ thoroughly 
graded system of schools, well housed and _ excellently 
equipped, with a competent and highly-trained corps of 
teachers, and maintained at a moderate expense. Every 
move in this direction should be made with due delibera- 
tion and care. There are many things we cannot fulfill 
in our school work, simply because we have too many 
grades to the teacher to warrant further crowding of 
studies. I believe the remedy is in sight. A gradual and 
progressive re-arrangement of pupils in our schools will 
make this possible and secure to our children greater 
educational advantages and opportunities. 

Attention should be called to tables of attendance 
statistics on another page and to the roll of honor. 

Acknowledgment of the cheerful, loyal, and enthu- 
siastic co-operation of the teachers in carrying out sug- 
gestions offered by me, is with pleasure given here. Ap- 
preciation of the sincere and helpful counsel of the mem- 
bers of the School Board, also of the cordial and sym- 
pathetic attitude of parents and citizens is due from me. 
I thank one and all for the confidence they have shown in 
my endeavor to render such service to the town as may 
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prove beneficial and permanent.
